A SKETCH OF BSIGHIOH. 

Amoxo the Environs of Boston, none present more varied and 
beauuful natural scenery, than this town. As one looks down frooi 
lis pleasant hills upon the wide and rich landscape which encircles 
him — Watertown and Newton, Brookline, Roxbury, Boston, 
Charlestown, Cambridge, with their clustering objects of interest — 
he is most impressed with the eontrast between Che preeeot eoiidt* 
tion of the country and its appearance as described two hundred 
^ears ago. The author of that quaint old book, ** Wonder Work- 
mg Providence," written almost two hundred years since, could be 
come back now, would he sadly puzzled, we fancy, to and super- 
latives enoogii in the Kine's English to paint his amazement, fie 
wrote thus of Boston ancfits Environs. 

** Invironed it is with brinish 6oods, saving one small Istmos 
which gives free access to the nelghboriBg towns by land on the 
soudi aide, on the north-west and north-eaat. Two coaslant fain 
are kept for daily trafique thereunto. * * * All these [hills], like 
overtopping towers, keep a constant watch to see the approach of 
foreign dangers, being furnished with a beacon and loud babbling 
guns to give notice, by their redoubled echo, to all the sister towns. 
The chief edifice of this city-like town i» crowded on tAe sea banks 
and wharfed out with great labor and cost : the boildings i>eautiibl 
and large, some fairly set forth with brick tile, stone and slate, and 
orderly placed with seemly streets, whose cootmual enlargnement 
presageth some sumptoous city. But bow beheld the admira- 
ble acts of Christ at this his people's landing. The hideous thickets 
in this place were sUch that wolves and bMirs aont up their young 
from the eyes of all beholders in those vtry placea where the streets 
are full of girls and boys sportii^ up* and down with continued 
concourse of people. * '* * This town is the very mart of the land; 
Dutch, French and Portugalls come here to trftfique." 

A part of the ** brinish floods,'' which of old thus " invironed " 
Boston, have been forced to retreat before the encroaching hand of 
eivilizatioa and art And the numeroas bridge* and avennea whieh 
BOW stretch out as arms on all sides of our metfopolis lo embmee 
the beautiful gardens and teemiog fiinna, the cnriet honnes and taste- 
ful and costly country seals of a laige subuines population, have 
already more than fulfilled the above prophecy of the good old Jolm- 
sou, wherein he *' presageth some sumptuous city '* to come, and 
testify that the "small Istmos,'' whicn, in his day, ^ave "free 
access to the neighboring towns by lead cm the south side, on the 
south>west and north-east," has proved quite insufficient for access 
now. 

The most agreeable of these various channels of communication, 
both as a pleasant drive and for the fine view afforded of Boston, 
as one enters, is the Western Avenue, wUch was opened for travel 
July S, 1821. Gommeaciag at the foot of Beacon street, Boston, 
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it ejctencb, by oiie branch, to Brookliuc, and by another to Brigfa- 
ton— the line of which latter town it meets at a distance of two and 
a half miles from Bo&tou Common. It bears the name of Beacon 
street through Brighton, and is cnntiuued to Watertown. 

Omnibuses and cars, moreover, coniieet this place with the city 
b^' frec^uent and easy commuuicatiou. l^be nrincipal Railroad Sta- 
tion is m Winship's Gardens, through which tne Worcester Raihroad 
passes— in summer, a delightful place of re>ort. Package tickets 
for the city are obtained at 1^ cents. This road, the Irst ever 
built arooi^ us for passensers (the Quincy Railroad, the^rs^ in the 
country, bavine been usedonly for the transportation of stone), was 
opened on the first of April, l&'H, through Briehton and as far as 
Newton. The weekly receipts at this Brighton station exceed 
those at any other station on the Worcester road, havii^ amounted, 
some weeks, to five thousand dollars and upwards. 

There is another station on the same road in the eastern part of 
the town nearest to the city. This, from having been called the 
** Cambridge Crossing," has sometimes deceived travellers, and 
led them to suppose it was in Cambiidge; wberea.4 the Charles 
RJYer, a mile heyond the Crossing, is tlie division line between the 
two places. Some elegant houses have been lately erected in the 
vicinity of this station. And, for a better understanding of the lo- 
cality, it is desirable that it be known as the ** East Brighton Sta- 
tion,'^ rather than as the ** Cambridge Crossing '^— to which city the 
staUoo in no wise pertains eitlier oy situation, or by any facility* 
which it codd affora to the inhabitants of that place for commuaica- 
tion with Boston. 

CHURCHJC8 AHD MINISTERS. 

Brighton was formerly included in Cambridge. It was set off 
and incorporated as a Town, Feb 28, 1807. A is not known how 
early settlements were made in this part of Cambridge, lying on 
the south skle of Charles River } but tne Records of the first church 
formed here, are entitled ** the Records of the Third Church of 
Christ in Canbridge." The Jirtt was the old Cambridge Church, 
the second w^ at West Cambridge, the third here. A house of 
worriiip, nearly on the present site, was built here in 1744, though, 
several years earlier, the inhabitants worshipped in a private house. 
They were incorporated as a Parish, May 11, 1779. The Church 
was embodied Feb. 26, 1783. The first settled minister was Rev. 
John Foster. D.D., who was ordained November 1, 1784. His 
pastoral relation was ctosed October 31, 1827, the last day of the 
43d year of his ministry ; and he died at Brighton, after severe 
illness of a few days, September 16, 1829, aged 66 years. He 
was interred at Brighton, Thursday P.M., the 17th, and a hand- 
some monument, with this inscription, marks his grave among his 
own people. 
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"This Monument 
is erected to the Memory of 
Rex. John Foster, D.D. 
who died Sept. \6, 1829, 
Aged 60 years. 
* He was the first Minister of the first Congregational Society in 
Brighton, Bn4 couttntied in that office 43 years. To his piety, 
fidelity and usefuhiess as a Christian Pastor, and to the talenU) and 
trirtues displayed in his ministry and bis life, this inscription presents 
a feeble tribute dictated by affectionate respect for nis character 
find services. 

** * The righteoos shall be in everlasting remembrance.' " 

He was born at Western, Mass. (now Warren), April 19, 1763 j 
graduated at Dartmouth College in 1783. He was one of the 
Board of Overseers of Harvard University j was n member 
of various literary, benevolent and reti^ous societies ; was fre< 
quently called to preach on public occasions, and has left between 
twenty and thirty published dihcourses. He owned and occufued ; 
one of the pleasantest places in town, which estate is now in the ! 
possession of Mottram V. Arnold ; and the street on which it is 1 
situated was, in 1848, named Foster street, in honor of him. 

During his ministry the present church was erected. The raishif ' 
of the frame was commenced September 21 , 1808, and the church ; 
was dedicated June 22, 1809. The second minister was Rev. Dan- j 
iei Austin, a graduate at Dartmouth in 1813, who was ordained at . 
Brighton, June 4, 1828, and resigned his pastoral charge Novem- ' 
ber 26, 1837. Rev. Abner Dumont Jones was installed the third 
pastor, Feb. 13, 1839, and resigned his charge Oct. 31, 1842. Rev. 
Frederic A. Whitney, a graduate of Harvard University in 1833, 
and ol the Cainbrid|« Theological School in 1838, took eham of 
the pulpit April 9, 1843, and was ordained on the Slst of Febni- 
ary followiiv, the Society meapwhile worshipping in the Town 
Hall, whil« toe interior of the church was remodellal 

There are but two religious societies in town. The second was 
oinganized April 4, 1827, and the church was embodied on the 13th 
or September following. On the same day the present house of 
worship was dedicated! The first pastor was Rev. George Wash- 
ington Blagden, a graduate at Yale Colleg^e in 1823. who was or- 
dained December S6, 1827, and resigned his pastoral chareo Sep- 
tember 8, 1830. Rev. William Adams, a graduate at Yale in 1827, 
was ordained February 2, 1831, and resigned April 23, 1834. Rev. 
William W. Newell, a sraduate at Yale in 1830, was installed Au- 
gust 19, 1834, and resigned June 13, 1837. Rev. Samuel Lam- 
son, Jr., a graduate at Brown in 1828, was ordained September 
20, 1837, and resigned September 16, 1841. Rev. John Rip- 
lev Adams, a ^aduate at Yale in 1821, was installed February 2, 
1842, and resigned January 2, 1847. Rev. Arthur Swaa^, a 
graduate at Bowdoin College in 1844, and of the Bangor llieo- 
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log'ical School in 1847, was ordained the present paslor, October 
6, 1847. 

CEMETERY. 

In our last number we spoke of the Cemetery which was in pre- 
paration for the town. ** Tlie Aspinwall Woods," a tract of sev- 
eral acres on the south side of the town — a spot which nature seems 
to have designed, and which the proa;-ress of settlements seems to 
have spared for the purpose, is henceiorth to be sacred to the burial 
of the dead. Under the direction of a competent committee, the 
work of preparing; the grounds has been pursued through the sea- 
son. So much wood as it was thought necessary to remove, has 
been cut off; the carriage roads laid out and cleared j the wall and 
entrance-way in front commenced. And when, as in a few months, 
we trust, the place shall have become the more hallowed by the sim- 
ple services of religious consecration, grateful alike to christian faith 
and bereaved affection, it will be open to receive beneath its shady 
groves and in its peaceful bosom, for coming centuries, the uncon- 
scious forms of parents and children, of the yoimg and the old, of 
the stranger and of the known and dear. The pleasant woods will 
be gradually transformed into a garden of graves, the dust there to 
mingle with the earth as it was, while the spirit returns unto God 
who gavH it.

BUSINESS. 

The distance and communication between this place and the city 
is such, that manv reside here whose business is there. TbeChariM 
River is navigable for vessels of several hundred tons, as far as 
Brighton, where are wharves for lumber, wood, coal, lime and 

§rain. The great New England snle of Cattle, till 1838, on Moo- 
ay, takes place here on Tburs^tay of each week. For several 
years the annual sales have amounted to between two and three 
millions of dollars ; and the number of cattle sold, brought mostly 
by railroad, and principally io he driven away, to between two and 
three hundred thousand. The late Henry Colman, in his letters on 
" European Life and Manners," recently puhlish«Hi, describes, in a 
word, the great London market, of which this and the simitar sale 
of esUfle held in New York eiiy, and in our neigfaborinc: eity of Cam-

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PETER FAVEUIL. 

A brief referftoce was made in the last number to two names con- 
nected with this town, the namesi of Faneuil and Worcester. The 
street running from Washington to Market street, bears the name 
of Faneuil, aAer the Faneuil family, whose estate was that now 
occupied by Samuel Bigelow. The family was of the French 
Huguenots, who fled from France in 1685. Feter Faneuil, the 
munificent donor of Faneuil Hall, Boston, the Old Cradle of Lib- 
erty, was never married. Benjamin, his elder brother, came to 
Brighton before the middle of the last century, and purchased the 
place, some sixty or seventy acres, with an old house standing 
upon it, which he took down, and erected another. This was soon 
burned by a treacherous servant, and he then erected the bouse now 
standing. No expense was spared in its construction, the best 
materials being obtained, in part, from Georgia j and the house is 
probably one of the best built in town. Panels in the wainscoting 
m the parlors measore four /*;et and four inches ittttidtfiy made from 
a single board ; and the hard southern pine was used for the floors 
throughout the house and in other P^rts. In 1806, additions were 
made to the house on either end. The only daughter of Benjnmin 
Faneuil married George Bethune, who occupied the place. They 
had several children. Mr. George Bethune, a son now residing in 
Boston, in a sfreen old age, having ncarlj' attained his 81st year, 
lived here. Thomas £nglish, who married a sister of this gentle- 
man, owned and occupied the place until SamueltParkman, of Bos- 
ton, purchased the estate, and it was occupied by bis son, the late 
John Parkman, till his death. The addition to the east parlor was ' 
made by him. In 1838 ihe estate passed into the hands of Samuel 
Bigelow, who still owns »nd oi'cupies it, and who has added the 
spacious green-house, and made further improvements on the house i 
and gjoands. 

From this house, many years since, all the silver plate of the Fan- 
4Hiil family, a very valuable collecl'on, was stolen in the night, with 
thp exception of two pieces. The<e are the silver castors, inscribed | 
with the family coat of arms, belonging to Peier Fanenil, Esq., 
and a large and heav^ silver punch bowl, more use<l in the earlier 
days than now, which are still in the })ossession of Mr. Geoige ' 
Bethune j 

Peter Faneuil died in 174S.* At the first annoal March meeting | 
ef the inhabitants of the town of Boston, aAer bis decease, in the 
Hall which has since become so distinguished, a fiineral oration was 
delivered by John I^vell, A.M., master of the South Grammar 
Ckhool, on occasion of Ihe death of its generous donor, then lately 
deceased. This oration wa? given on the 14th of March, 1744. 
The year, it will be lemembered, began then, not on the first of 
January, but on the 25th of March ] so that eleven days aAer the 
date or this delivery, conrmienced the year 1743. 

* Observe the nlteratimi of stvle In reckonint dates. 
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Tliis oration was at first printed in tli§ qaarto form ; and a copv of 
the original is rarely found. There is one in the library of the His- 
torical society, and one at Harvard University. From this latter 
we present to our readers an exact copy, preserving the original 
spelling, use of the capitals, &c.

Funeral Oration. 

I STAND in this Place, my Fellow Townsmen^ and my loorHuj 
Patrons, at the Call of those to whom you have committed the 
Direction of your junblic Affairs, to conriole with you for the Loss 
of yoar \aie generous Bi^nefactor, the FotTNOKR of this Housk. 
Certain I am, there are Numbers in this great Assembly, who 
could upon tins Occasion have done more Justice to his I^emory, 
aud hetK>4' discharged the Office th»t io enjoiu'd nie. But the Com- 
mands of those (for such I must always e«leem their Desires) who 
have devolved this Charge upon me, and the Veneration I have for 
the Vertues of the Deceas'd, oblige me to hear what tittle Part I 
can, in a grateful Acknowledgment of the just Regard due lo the 
Memory of a Man, whoee Name, I'm sure, will never be forgotten 
among us. 

How soon, alas ! is our Joy for having found such a Benefactor, 
changed into Mourning for the Loits of him ! But a few Months are 
passM, since we were framing Votes, and consulting (he best Mea- 
sures to express our Gratitude for his unexampled JParour*; and 
this first 4m«ia/ Meeting within these Walls that were raised by his 
Bounty, finds us assembled in the deepest Sorrow for his Decease. 

Listaaces of Mortality are never more affecting thati in those 
whose Lives have been pnblic Blessings. Surely then, every Breast 
must feel a more than common Distress, for the Loss of One, 
whose Largeness of Heart equal'd, great as it %vrs, his Power to do 
Oood. Honest Industry must mourn, for which the Exercise of his 

I Bounty iband an almost constant Employment : And Ihey that 
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know how to pity the Caiamiiies of human Nature themselves, 
wiM moura for him that ahoays relieved them. 

So soou as he arrtv'd to the Possession of his large and plentiful 
Estate 'j instead of fraitlessly hoarding up his Treasures, tho' no 
Man manag'd his Affairs with greater Prudence and Industry; 
instead of wasting them in Luxury^ tho' Plenty always crowu'd 
his Board ; instead of neglecting this Wants of his Fellow-Crea- 
tores, an unhappy Circumstance too often attendinc* the I'ossession 
of Riches, he made it manifest that he understood the true hnprove- 
ment of Wealth, and was determin'd to pursue it. It was to him 
the highest enfoyment of Riches, to relieve the Wants of the Needy, 
from which he was /nnw^//* exempted, to see MatJrind rejoicios^ in 
the Fruits of his Bounty, and to feel that divine Siitisfaction which 
results from communicating Happiness to others. His Acts of 
Charity were so secret and unbounded, that none but they who 
were the Objects of it, can compute the Sums which he aunuaily 
distributed among them. His A\ms ^ow'dYike & fruitful River, 
that diffuses it's Streams thro' a tohole Country. He fed the Hun- 
gry, and he cloath'd the Naked, he comforted the Fatherless, and 
the Widows in their Affliction, and his Bounties visited the Prisoner. 
So that ALMIGHTY GoD in giving Riches to this Man, seems to 
have scattered Blessings all abroad among the People. 

But these private Charities were not the only Effects of his pub- 
lic Spirit, which, not contented with distributing his Benefactions 
to private Families, extended them to this whole Comnnmity. Let 
THIS STATELY ^DiFiCK which bears his Name witness for him, 
what Sums he expended in public Munificence. This Building 
erected by him at an immense Charge, for the Conoenience and 
Ornament of the Town, is incomparably the greatest Benefaction 
ever yet known to our western Shoar. "iTet this Effect of his Hounty, 
however great, is but the first Fruits of his Generosity, a Pledge 
of what nis Heart, always devising liberal 'Hiings, would have 
done for us, had his Life been spar'd. It is au unspeakable Loss 
to the Town, that he was taken away in the midst of his Days^ and 
in so sudden a Manner, as to prevent his mak'rng Provision for 
what his generous Heart might design. For I am well asaur'd, 
from those who were acquainted with his Purposes, that be had 
mahy more Blessings in Store for us, bad Heaven prokmg'd ins 
Davs. 

But he is gone ! The Town's Benefactor, the Comforter of the 
Distres^d, and the poor Manfs Friend. 

He is gone ! And all his Phns oi future Bounties with him, 
they are buried in the Grave together. He shall be raised to Life 
again : And his intended Charities, tho' they are lost to us, will not 
be lost to him. Designs of Goodness and Mercy, preveBted i» 
these were, will meat with the Rewards of Actions. 

He is gone !— And must such Mm die ! Die in the aiidst of tMr 
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Days ! Must the Protectors and Fathert of the Distress'd be taken 
away» mrbile their Oppressors are continueci, and encrease in Power! 
— Great GOD! Hauj unsearckabU are tliy Watfsi'^We con- 
fess our Sins^ but just and righteotu art TuoG. 

To express your Oratitude to your generous Benefactor ^ you have 
pass'd tbe most hanniirahle Resolves, and to preserve his Memory, 
you have call'd this House by his Name. But in vain, alas, would 
you perpetuate his Memory bv such/ratZ Materials I These Walls, 
the present Monuments of his Fame, shall moulder into Dust: 
Thes-e Foundations, however deeply laid, shall be foivotten. But 
his Deeds, his Charities, shall survive the Ruins of Nature. And 
to have relieved the Miseries of the distress'd, to have still'd Oie Cries 
of Orphans, ajid to have dry'd £/ie Widow's Tears, are Acts that 
snail embalm his Memory for many Generations on Earth, and shall 
follow him beyond the Limits of Mortality, into those blissful JU- 
gions where endless Cluirity dwells. 

What now remains, but my ardent Wishes, (in which I know 
you will all concur with me) That this Hall may be ever sacred 
to the Interests of Truth, of Justice, of LotfoUy, of Honour, of 
Libertu. May no private Views nor party Broils ever eater within 
these Walls ^ but may the same public Spirit that ^low'd in tbe 
Breast of the generous Founder, i7{ftuence aJl your Debates, that 
Society may reap the Beueft of them. 

May Liberty always spread its joyful Wings over this Place : 
Liberty that opens Men's Hearts to Beneficence, and ffives tbe 
Relish to those who eqjoy the Ejects of it. And may Loyalty 
to a King, under whom we enjoj* this Liberty, ever revain our 
Character. A Character always justly due to this Land^ and of 
which our Enemies have in "vain attempted to rob us* 

Mav those who are the Inherilers of the large Estate of our die- 
ceased Benefactor, inherit likewise the Largeness of his Soul. May 
the Widow, the Urphan, and the Helpless, find m them a Protec- 
tor, a Father, and a Supports In a Word, to sum up all« May 
Fakeuil live in them. 

May Charity, that most excellent of Graces, that Beam from 
the Breast of the Father of Mercies, which so soon as 
ever it eaters our Bosoms begfins our Happiness^ Charity, tbe Joy 
of Men, of Angels, of Almighty GOD} which compleau tlie 
Felicity of Earth and Heaven : May Charity more abound amonsr 
us. May it warm tbe Hearts of those who are like to our departed 
Friend in their Fortunes, to resemble him too in his Bounties : May 
there be raisM up some new Benefactors in the room of him we 
have lost, who shall, if possible, rival Faneuil's Spirit, And may 
there alwaj's remain in this Town the same grateful Sentiments, 
the same vertuous Dispositions, to rem^nber their Benefaetors with 
Honor."

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WORCBSTBR. 

The tecond name referred lo was that of Noab W«>rcester, D.D., 
to whom was applied with singular propriety the title of the " Apos- 
tle of Peace." He was boro at HoHts, N. H., Nov. 25, 1758, and 
was ordaioed in the ministry at Thornton, Oct 18, 1787. He re- 
moved to Salisbury in February, 1810, aud continued in the minis- 
try there a few years. In May, 1813, he came to Brighton, havii^ 
been '* iMimnioned from his retirement," in the words of the beau- 
tiful Memoir of Worcester, by Henry Ware, Jr., D.D., to become 
editor of a new periodical in Boston, entitled the ** Christian Disci- 
ple." The proprietors of that work selected him, because looking 
for some one ** who would unite talent in writing and skill in rea- 
soning, with christian gentleness of manner and a catholic largeness 
of spirit." These Iratts were eminently fulfilled in Dr. Worcester. 
He was deeply interested in the subfect of peace. " A solemn 
Review of the Custom of War," a work which he published in 
1814, is described by his bic^raplier as ** one of the most success- 
ful and efficient pamphlets of any period. It has been translated 
into many languages, and circulated extensively through the world. 
It is one of the chief instruments by which the opinions of society 
have been effected within the present century. * * It was followed 
bv the formation of the Massachusetts Peace Society, Dec. S8th, 
1^15, of which be was Secretary, and by the publlcalioii of 
' The Friend of Peace,' iu 1819, which was continued in ouar- 
terly numbers for ten years, being almost entirely written by Inm- 
selfl" These limits will not allow us to advert to the various works 
of this truly distinguished man, theological and philanthropic, 
>K^ich have been so widely read iu our own land and abroad. He 
was for some years representative to the General Court, was ap- 
pointed a Justice of the Peace, and was Post-master at Brighton 
for several years. The University at Cambridge and Dartmouth 
College conferred on him their honorary decrees. After remoying 
to Brighton, he preached several times in Boston and the vicinity ; 
but for several years before his death, as we gather from tne 
Memoir, his liability to spasmodic aflections rendered it unsafe for 
him to attempt to preach. 

Dr. Worcester was an intimate friend of Rev. Dr. Channing. 
From an admirable discourse preached by Dr. C. in his Church u 
Boston, we present a passage, showing his estimation of its venera- 
ble subject. ** Within a few days, a great and good man, a singu- 
lar example of the philanthropy which Jesus Chnst came to breathe 
into the world, has been taken away ; and as it was my happiness 
to know him more intimately than roost among us, I feel as if I 
were railed to bear testimony to his rare jroodness, and to hold 
I up his example as a manifestation of what Christianity can accom- 
plish in the human mind. I refer to the Rev. Noah Worcester, who 
has been justly called the Apostle of Peace, who finished his courae 
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at Brigliton during Che Uist week." Dr. Gkannuw thea proceeds to 
do justice lo bis various )ab w t o the naoy and veloable produc- 
tiotts of his miadt-^to the worth of his character and life. 

SAr. Ware, in conehidiBg his intesestinf Memoir, briugs thus 
vividly before us the ckwing days of its venerable subject. *< In 
such occtnaiiotts the few remaminr years of his life wore tranquilly 
away. He went less and less wroad. He retreated more and 
more lo the cootemplative soUtode of lus study. His infirmities 
seosiUy increased upon him. But he stninl^ onj and it was 
beautiiul to witness the consisleocy with which be patiently waited, 
serene, iraaqnil, humble md grateful, the arrival of his summons 
to depart." 

** See him, then, during these last years of debility and retire* 
nieot. He lives humbly and ahnost akmej his daughter is with 
him lo attend and cheer him; infirmity eoumies him much to the 
biMise, but he goes abroad for the tttde exereise of his bxly, which 
he can bear, chiefly walking in the neighboring grounds of Mr. 
Parsons. His mode of life is in the hignest d^ree patriarchal, 
frugal, simple ; his habiu moderate, his wants lew } and for 4he 
Providence which grants a supply to them, and the generous friends 
who coBtributed to his living, he never wants the luxury of a heart 
fall d the most aAecting gratitude. Subieet to severe ill lumM, 
liable at any hour lo be cot off; burdened with the uneasiness of 
perpetual mnguor; living on suflerance from day today; he sits 
sereae, gentle, cheerful, more than resigned, thankful, occupied as 
ever with iheughbi of others, with sohcitnde for the welfere of man, 
and cares for the kingdom of God. Nothing escapes his attention | 
that concerns the hcmor of Divine truth and the advancement of 
righteousness and charity. Shut out from the worki, his spirit is in 
the midst of it; 'and his little study witnesses bis labors still in its 
behalf." • ♦ * 

** He was fond of music, and was a good singer. His voice was 
particularly melodious, and he entered into the act of singing with 
a heartiness of evident devotion imnressive to behold. His appear- 
ance in his pew at Bright<m, * wilo his silver locks flowing to his 
shoulders, his countenance a little elevated and full of the serious- 
ufss, earnestness and delight which belong to this act of worship, 
while bis voice was readily distinguished through the whole house,' 
is described as having been eminently striking and beautiful." 

Dr. Chaniiing's closing tribute will complete the picture we 
would present of this good man. " I have thus given a sketch of 
the history of a good man, who lived and diea the lover of his 
kind and the admiration of his friends. Two views of him particu- 
larly impressed me. The first was the unity— the harmony of his 
character. He had no jarriiig elements. His whole nature had 
been blended and melted into one strong serene love. His mission 
was to preach peace, and he preached it not on set occasions, or 
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by separate eflforts, but tn bit whole Kfe. It Kredtbed in bis tonep. 
It beamed from bis venerable eomitenance. He carried it whM« it 
is least apt to be found, into the relicnoas controversies wbtch raged 
around bim with peat vehemenee, but wfoich never excited him to 
a word of anger or iiKolerance. All m^ impressions of him are 
harmonious. 1 recollect no discord in his beautiful life ; and this 
serenity was not the result of torpidaess, or lameness ; for bis whole 
life was a c<Niflict with what he tbouvbt error.'' * * * 

'* The next great impression which I received from him was that 
of the sufficiency of the mind to its own happiness, or of its inde- 
pendence on outward ihincs. He was for years debilitated, and 
often a great sufferer ; and his circumstances were very narrow. 
In this tried and narrow condition, be was among the most co.-- 
tented of men. He spoke of his old age as one of the happiest 
portions, if not the verv happiest, of his life. In conversation his 
religimi manifested itself in f^ratitude more frequently than in any 
other form. When I have visited him in his last years, and looked 
on his serene countenance, and heard his dtteerfA voice, and seen 
the voudiful earnestness with whieh he was reading a variety of 
books and studying the great interests of humanity, I have felt bow 
little of this outward world is needed to our happiness. I have fek 
the greatness of the human spirit which eouM create to itselfsuch 
joy from its own resources. I have felt the felly, the imtmity of 
that prevailing woHdIiness, which in acmmulanng outward good, 
neglects the imperishable soul. On leaving his bou^e and turning 
my fece towards the city, I have said how much richer is this poor 
man than the richest who dwell yonder. I am always happy to ex- 
press mv obligations to the bmefactors <^ my mind ; and I owe it 
to Dr. Worcester to sa} , that mv ac<uiaintance with him gave me 
clearer comprehension of the spirit of Christ and the dignity of a 
man.'' 

Dr. Worcester died at his home, at Brighton, OcL 31, 1837. The 
burial service was performed bv Rev. Daniel Austin, at the First 
Church. His remains rest at Mount Anbom, where a monument 
has been erected with this inscription :«•
